PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


All hope of landing America's 
Surveyor 2 spacecraft gently on 
the moon disappeared today 
when scientists decided "there's 
not enough power left in the bat- 
tery to complete the mission." 


"We just kissed it goodbye," 


a spokesman for the Jet Propul- 
sion Laboratory said early to- 
day. "Even if we got it stabil- 
ized there wouldn't be enough 
power left to operate the land- 
ing system's radar." 


That means, he said, that the 


tumbling spacecraft will smash 
into the moon tonight and be 
destroyed. 


"We tried one final time to jar 


the rocket motor into action." 
he said, "but all it did was make 
the spacecraft 
tumble 
faster. 


It's going about 146 revolutions 
per minute now." 


Surveyor- 2 was -meant to land 


softly on the moon tonight to 
photograph the relatively level 
Sinus Medii — Central Bay — 
one of nine possible landing 
sites selected for American as- 
tronauts.

•Negroes Claiming 
Representation With 
Mayor Is Inadequate

ATLANTA, 
Ga. 
(AP) — 


Atlanta, bustling hub of the new 
South is a sleek, souped-up '67 
model, but it runs too fast for 
some of its parts, and a crack 
has developed in its finish. 


Rioting broke out last week in 


an impoverished Negro neigh- 
borhood of the city, which has 
attracted thousands of new Ne- 
gro residents by its reputation 
for fairness and opportunity. 


Over the weekend, violence 


erupted in another neighbor- 
hood, and for three straight 
nights 
angry Negroes 
chal- 


lenged police and city officials 
with a barrage 
of bottles, 


chunks of concrete and home- 
made fire bombs. 


Suppressed and Forgotten 
In the same city where acre 


after acre of upper middle class 
Negro 
residential 
territory 


stretches off to the west, where 
school integration came early 
and peacefully, where there are 
more Negro colleges than any- 
where in the world, Negroes 
were shouting that they were 
suppressed, when not forgotten. 


Middle class Negro leaders 


have easy access to Mayor Ivan 
Allen Jr. to discuss problems of 
their race, which constitutes 40 
per cent of the city population, 
and one-third of the million- 
strong metropolitan area. 


But violent reaction to the 


wounding of a fleeing Negro by 
a white policeman and the 
shooting — one fatal — of two 
Negro teen-agers by a white 
man has demonstrated 
that 


some Negroes believe they are 
not represented, even by mem- 
bers of their own race. 


Fight Among Negroes 


A struggle is developing.over 


who will represent them — a 
struggle in which antagonism 
between age groups and eco- 
nomic classes among Negroes is 
as evident as any between the 
races. 


"With a few exceptions, I 


don't think many middle class 
people white or Negro, can 
communicate with these peo- 
ple," said Paul Anthony, execu- 
tive director of the, Southern 
Region 
Council, 
a 
research 


body. -"The world of the teen- 
age Negro slum dweller is com- 
pletely foreign to anyone else in 
the community." 


This 
theme, 
in

terms, was the message of Wil- 
lie Ricks of the Student Nonvi- 
olent Coordinating Committee 
(SNCC) during a noisy rally 
Monday night in a riot neighbor- 
hood. 


"If we depend on these Negro 


leaders and these 'Uncle Tom' 
leaders, we won't have noth- 
ing," he told a cheering throng, 
many of whom waved placards 
reading "black power." 


Two SNCC members were 


arrested while manning a sound 
truck during Tuesday's disturb- 
ance, and Stokely Carmichael, 
the 
organization's 
national 


chairman, 
was 
jailed 
on 


charges of inciting a riot, an 
accusation he has vehemently 
denied. 


"The young Negroes are not 


interested in hearing from Ne- 
gro ministers any more," said 
the Rev. William J. Farrell, a 
Negro social worker who tried 
to mediate between the crowd 
and authorities during the week 
end outbreak.

NEW YORK (AP) -The eco- 


nomic inflation that has brought 
a fever of interest rate and 
price increases in this country 
is just a glimpse of what is hap- 
pening around the world. 


Inflation, or the threat of it, is| 


not a domestic ailment; it is an' 
international malady. 


Some nations are in serious 


trouble because of rising prices. 
In Brazil, for example, an item 
that cost $3 in 1955 might cost 
$100 now. And in Britain the sit- 
uation has been termed grave. 


Inflation is caused by an ex- 


cess of total demand—from gov- 
ernment, labor, consumer, busi- 
nessman, military—on the sup- 
ply of goods and services that 
can be produced. Sometimes 
this demand is fueled by the 
availability of too much money. 


Solution for Problem 


The problem can be reduced 


by lessening demand. For a 
long time rising interest rates 
were used to take the enthusi- 
asm out of buying and borrow- 
ing. Just as the high cost of a 
suit of clothes lessens enthusi- 
asm for it, so dose the high cost 
of borrowing lessen the demand 
for money. 


The Fereral Reserve, which 


regulates the supply of money, 
has recently been closing the 
faucet, lessening the amount of 
cash flowing into the economy. 


The administration also has 


acted. By recommending that 
tax credits to business-be sus- 
pended, President Johnson un- 
doubtedly has made business- 
men think twice before commit- 
ting themselves to spending pro- 
grams that would put more de- 
mands on the economy.

Belgium has adopted price

construction equipment. 


Last November, the U.S. 2nd 


Logistical Command moved in 
with a background of experi- 
ence in the Korean War. and in 
the Cuban missile crisis of 1962, 
when it was rushed to Florida 
on a standby basis. 


By February, Okinawa was 


handling more cargo in a month 
than it had handled in the last 
three months of 1955. 


Every Five Days 


In March, "roll on" ships 


were assigned to the Okinawa- 
Viet Nam run. Every five days 
one of the ships leaves Okinawa 
for Viet Nam with 5.000 tons of 
cargo loaded in 130 giant truck 
trailers. The ships and the trail- 
ers provide a sort of perpetual 
motion. 


The traileis are loaded in ad- 


vance in Okinawa, then rolled 
onto the ships. In Viet Nam they 
are pulled off the boats and tak- 
en directly to the places where 
supplies are needed. As soon as 
the trailers are unloaded, tanks 
and other equipment needing 
repair are put on the trailers. 
When the next ship arrives, they 
are rolled aboard and brought 
to Okinawa. 


In the command compound, 


two shifts a day - 
several 


hundred Okuiawan civilians — 
sort a steady flow of supplies 
coming in from the United 
States and going out to Viet 
Nam and other Southeast Asian 
points. 
* More than 300,000 items — 
from paper clips and wrenches 
to medical supplies and ammu- 
nition — are stored here. Supply 
requisitions from Viet Nam are 
fed into the command's comput- 
er. If the item is available here, 
the computer issues a stock or- 
der. Otherwise an order is dis- 
patched to the United States, 
usually with a request for direct 
shipment to Viet Nam.

Many Times Since '49 
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China Has History Of Changing Pace

Red China's regime may be in 


more difficulty than the outside 
world suspects. Subtle shadings 
ia Peking's propaganda for ex- 
ternal consumption suggest the 
tension among Peking's leaders. 


A study of Communist China's 


propaganda over the past 17 
years indicates a subtle rela- 
tionship between bellicosity to- 
ward the United States and the 
extent of China's internal trou- 
bles. The words do not change 
much. The enemy is always just 
outside the door. But when in- 
ternal troubles become particu- 
larly vexing or dangerous, the 
Red Chinese regime tends not to 
tempt fate too far. 


Today there are strong hints 


of a sharp cleavage among 
leaders of Red China's armed 
forces, of clashes between some 
army 
personalities and the 


dominant party faction, and of 
struggle within the party. 


Almost uninterruptedly for 17 


years. Peking has directed a 
litany of vilification and threats 
at the United States. Relatively 
brief interruptions in this tone 
may suggest what is going on 
now at the highest levels in Pek- 
ing. 


Washington 
China-watchers 


say that in recent months Red 
Chinese propaganda has been 
relatively free of threats of war 
with the United States. The 
denunciations of Washington — 
and, for that matter, of Moscow 
—are plentiful, but seem to be 
leavened with a bit of caution. • 


This could have a bearing on

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President Marcos on Viet Nam 


President Marcos' trip to the United 


States was obviously really a welcome one 
for President Johnson. The Philippine chief 
of state was emphatic in his praise of the 
American President's stand in Viet Nam 
and such approval does not come from 
many places. Even the fact that President 
Marcos was urgently seeking American aid 
for his economically sick nation did not 
override his sincerity. 


The Philippines deserve our aid what- 


ever their opinion of our Vietnamese 
policies. After the nation received its full 
Independence from us, it was plagued not 
only with serious lacks but with a strong 
Communist element. Under the leadership 
of the young 
and energetic 
President 


Magasaysay, later killed 
in an airplane 


crash, the Philippine forces managed to 
wage successful war against the Commu- 
nist Huks and to persuade them to lay 
down their arms in an honest amnesty 
move. But 
out 
of 
date 
agricultural 


methods, the distances between remote 
Islands in the chain and lack of industry 
have combined to make the Philippines fall 
behind economically. As firm believers in 
democracy as well as friendship for the 
United States despite some Yankee Go 
Home agitation, they should be assisted 
especially 
in

development 


programs under consideration. 


President Marcos promised before his 


election that he would send troops to Viet 
Nam and has now authorized some 2,000 
noncombatant 
troops 
to 
proceed. 
In 


something of an' exchange, the ' United 
States has cut back its 99 year air and 
naval base treaties to 25 years. It is, also 
likely that American officials do not'fear 
we will then be thrown out of the 
Philippines. President Marcos, at any rate, 
obviously wants us to stay. He stated quite 
clearly that Asia was not ready to stand on 
its own resources, economically or militar- 
ily. 


Senator McCarthy of Minnesota, a critic 


of our Vietnamese policies, commented 
that President Marcos' speech sounded as 
if it had been written by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk. But whether it was indeed 
aimed at getting President Johnson's full 
backing for aid, which in turn should help 
President Marcos politically at home, that 
aid should be forthcoming. 


President Marcos also had something to 


say about what he called the "struggle for 
men's hearts and souls" in Viet Nam and 
here he said the American policies had not 
won out. It is likely that American policies 
alone can not. The Filipinos won their 
similar struggle some years ago, at least to 
a great extent, and President Marcos 
pointed out that they did it alone. As 
President Johnson said before the 
1964 


election, Americans shouldn't be sent to 
Asia to do what the Asians should be doing 
for themselves.

One has only to tour Outagamie 


County's jail to 
find 
the 
one big 


Impediment to a well-rounded, progressive 
county law enforcement organization. 


Not only is the jail, located on the 


fourth floor of the courthouse, too small, 
the facilities contained there are miserably 
inadequate for a county with a population 
of more than 100,000. 


Two specific areas stand out as being 


obviously below standard. One is the area 
for Huber Law prisoners; the other is the 
juvenile detention quarters. 


One might argue, and with qualified 


merit, that a jail is not a hotel and should 
not be designed or operated as such. 


At the same time, however, there can 


be no justification for locking young "first 
offenders" (male or female) in the same 
cell with juveniles already well along the 
road to a life of crime. Such a situation 
can-serve only to plant seeds in the mind 
of the first offender who already may be 
walking a tightrope and could fall with the 
slightest nudge. 


Individual cells, which would serve to 


"segregate" juveniles, would seem to be 
the only solution to one of the most 
pressing problems at the jail. 


Most law breakers who have 
the 


privilege of serving their sentences under 
the Huber Law are men who can be 
trusted outside lockup to continue at their 
jobs. They are persons who have jobs and 
families and who authorities feel could 
continue to support their families and at 
the same time pay their penalties by 


remaining jailed while they are not 
working. A certain amount is taken from 
their pay to offset their "board" while in 
jail. 


These are men who have not committed 


serious crimes. Many of them have been 
sentenced for nonsupport. As Huber Law 
prisoners, under the guidance of a Huber 
Law officer, they often can be rehabili- 
tated and once again can find their way 
clear to financially support their families. 


They are not men who should be 


subjected to sleeping in groups of eight, 
feet-to-feet in quarters scarcely larger than 
the bathrooms in many homes. They 
should not/have to return from a day of 
work to seat themselves at a long, dingy 
supper table a few feet from a toilet.

A heart block is some inter-

Or a blackout 
can result when a person is sit- 
ting or lying down and then 
stands up suddenly. 


When, as in your case, it is a 


result of heart block, certain 
medications are effective in 
treatment. They are prescrip- 
tion drugs, however, se you 
must see your doctor. 


In more stubborn cases, in 


which the heart remains at a 
very slow rate, the use of a 
pacemaker is the answer in an 
increasing number of patients. 
There has been steady improve- 
ment in the design of these bat- 
tery-operated pacemakers, and 
I have no doubt that they will 
be still further improved. 


Another type of heart block is 


known as "bundle branch block 
and is identified by electrocar- 
diogram.

Takes Finesses

The other declarer took a bet- 


ter view. He needed entries to 
his own hand for finesses in 
trumps and in clubs. Since he 
had no particular need of dia- 
mond tricks he could afford to 
overtake dummy's king of dia- 
monds with the ace. 


South then led the queen of 


hearts for a finesse. West cover- 
ed with the king, and dummy's 
ace won. South led a trump back 
to his hand and led the ten of 
clubs for a second finesse. 


The clubs were well placed, 


and South managed to get five 
club tricks. He was able.to get 
rid of the three losing spades, 
after which he could ruff a 
spade in his hand and then ruff 
his own low diamond with dum- 
my's low trump. 


The second declarer wound up 


with thirteen tricks, four more 
than the first declarer. It was a 
big bonus for winning the first 
trick in the correct hand.

fashioned pickles is with an up-!pickles or deposit a 
whitelis clean and safe. Hard water
